blind 
pensioners of 
Frank!!.*;

the county courts. 


Thursday inoriiin<r. declared the 
blind pension law \\ hich has been 
in operation since 1!IOS as uncon- 
stitutional. 


Pensions Are Cut 


During the financial stringency 


of a year ago, the call upon the 
blind fund became .so great, that 
it became necessary to c-.st 
the 


amounts paid to Franklin, county 
pensioners. 
Brnnner, who was 


drawing a pension of &132 undc-r 
the law which permitted a maxi- 
mum annual pension of £150 pro- 
tested against the reduction of his 
pension and notwithstanding the 
fact that the pension 
law had 


been generally regarded as uncon- 
stitutional, filed suit to 
compel 


the budget commission to 
levy 


enough under the law to produce 
the amount allowed him and orh- 
er pensioners by the blind com- 
mission. 


Objection Fundamental 


"In my opinion the 
petition 


does not state a cause of action." 
says Judge Bigger in his decision. 
"1 have compared the law with 
the one held unconstitutional by 
the supreme,eoui"t,,of this state 
and -while it seem? there are some 
Additional safeguards provided 
for the expenditure of the money, 
the objection is fundamental to 
all this class of legislation and is 
not removed by these safeguards. 
The supreme court decided, that 
this is class legislation and uncon- 
stitutional and this act is open to 
the same objection as the act held 
unconstitutional by the supreme 
court."' 


In substance the court 
holds 


that the legislature can no more 
pension a certain class of people, 
the blind, than it can pension a 
ceitain other class, such as one- 
legged men.

They were arraigned in 
the Richmond police station chargC'i 
with the desmietiou of property be- 
longing to the state.

Miss Lentoa gave her age as 22 
and Miss Locke 23. They assumed 
the most defiant attitude towards 
the 
magistrate and 
laughed 
and 


joked with the women spectators. 


Miss 
Locke 
demanded 
bail, 


threatening that if she and her com- 
panion were sent to prison they would 
go on a. hunger strike and force th? 
keepers either to starve them to 
death or release them. 


"You can't frighten this court nor 


shall we permit you to attempt to in- 
timidate us," declared the magistrate 
hotlj. 


With a scream of defiance, Miss 


Locke picked up a handfull of papers 
and hurled them at the magistrate's 
head. She followed them with two or 
three law books from the desk in 
front of her and kept the magistrate 
ducking his head to escape the mis- 
siles before 
the court attendants 


could seize her and prevent further 
violence. 


A furious struggle during which 


the police and court attendants had 
to resort to harsh methods to sub- 
due the unruly prisoners, followed. 
The magistrate committed the two 
girls to jail without bail. 


They ere led or rather half-carried 


out of the court, screaming defiance 
and shouting to the excited crowds 
that they were being made martjrs 
to the cause of woman suffrage bu:

would die

would submit to "man-made" laws. 


This was the second attack on Kew" 


gardens, last week suflragets having 
destroyed about $5000 worth of plants.
